The Adininistratton is determined by all the 
means in its power, including the employment 
of the land and naval forces, to compel respect 
to the neutrality laws. 

From a telegraph dispatch from New Orleans 
it appears, a party of the filibnaters left tha city 
in a vessel, but were obliged to return, not hav- 
ing sufficient supplies on board, No fears were 
expected, that any more would be able to leave. 

The instructions to Minister Dimitry, are 

particularly, with reference to the re-opening of 
the transit, and as both Governmonts have as- 
sented to the Lamar Zelard treaty, it is suppos- 
ed Nicaragua wi!l offer no obstable te the pas 
sage of the mails. 

The presence of the Post Master General 
Holtin New York, in connection with the last 
named subject. is expressive of the desire the 
Government has in the fulfilment of the John- 
son contract.
